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1 . The proposed after final amendment raises new issues that requires further 
consideration and/or search. The applicants have stated that the invention creates 
unitary molded disc-shaped products unlike the prior art. The new change are not 
previously in the claimed invention and thus, needs further consideration and/or search. 
The applicants further argue the combination of the prior art, stating that the prior art are 
not combinable. However, Lebensfeld, while a 'child's toy' is still a molding apparatus 
and thus one skilled in the art recognizes the molding technology utilized in that 
apparatus and be able to combine it with Osada. In regards to the tank size, the 
applicants state that tank size has no bearing on the effectiveness of the vacuum 
drawn. Thus, the vacuum tank size is variable depending on the desire of the inventor 
and is merely a change in size.
